Northwest Dairy Exposition, must be set down as 

one of the really great Holstein exhibitions of the 
year. In fact, it was the general opinion of ring side ob- 
servers that no state fair show of 1929 deserves a higher 
ranking. There were 224 head out in the open classes, 
shown by exhibitors from six states and with twenty-five 
preeders successful in breaking into the open money. 
With only five and six prizes (except in a few of the 
younger Classes), it was no small distinction to win a rib- 
bon at all and indicates the need of a more liberal policy 
upon the part of the fair management if this show is to 
continue to prove as attractive as the greatness of the 
fair really demands. The awarding of special prizes for 
Minnesota owned cattle saved the day for many of the 
smaller local exhibitors. 

Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Illinois, were the heaviest 
winners, With a total of 7 firsts, 2 seconds and 3 thirds. 
together with all of the bull championships. Wisconsin 
State Institutions came next with total winnings, having 
4 firsts, 6 seconds and 4 thirds, while Fredmar Farms. 
Jefferson Barracks, Missouri, who took two firsts, two 
seconds and a third, together with all of the female 
championships, likewise helped to make things interest- 
ing. Others breaking into the blue ribbon column were 
the Iowa State Board of Control with 1 first, 5 seconds 
and a third; Iowana Farms, Davenport, Iowa, with one 
first and one second; Femco Farms of Breckenridge. 
Minn., with one first; Redfield State School & Home. 
Redfield, South Dakota, with one first, one second and

The Championships 

The championship awards were quite clearly defined 
except for the junior males, where any one of three con- 
tenders might have received the award. Sir Fobes Orms- 
by Hengerveld, with his twenty-third major grand cham- 
pionship, left no room for argument and in the female 
section, it was generally conceded that Netherland Belle 
Homestead and Oakwood Piebe Allie 2d, the two-year-old 
and senior yearling entries from Fredmar Farms, were 
the class of their respective championship section. Get- 
ting back to the junior bulls again, the contestants were 
the senior yearling, Sir Homestead Pontiac Beets 11th, 
the junior yearling, Sir Ormsby Segis Mercedes 2\Ist, 
both shown by the Wisconsin State Institutions, and the 
senicr bull calf, King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby, a son of 
King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje from the Elmwood herd. 
At the opening show of the year at Aurora, Judge Eves 
put the championship emblem on the calf, and the next 
week at Springfield, Ill., Judge Moscrip' preferred the 
senicr yearling, Sir Homestead Pontiac Beets 1ith, while 
the following week at Wisconsin, Judge Kildee (the calf 
not being in competition), gave the honor to the junior 
yearling Wisconsin bull. After considerable study here 
at Minnesota, Judge Holtby gave the award to the calf, 
remarking that he considered him more outstanding in 
his class than either of the yearling entries.

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hottest of the year. ‘Sir Fobes, of course, was outstand- 
ing, but there were six or eight bulls coming after him 
that made this one of the most interesting classes of the 
show. When Judge Holtby had finished, some of the 
leaders at earlier shows found themselves well down in 
the money or out in the cold entirely. With Harvest 
Matador Chief, last year’s All-American two-year-old not 
showing because of running a nail in his foot at Wis- 
consin, Korndyke Buffalo Pietertje De Kol proved to be 
the winner in the three-year-old class, and, in fact, a very 
acceptable top. He is owned by L. E. Radke & Sons, Owa- 
tonna, Minn. In the two-year-old class, the two Wiscon- 
sin Institution bulls that have been doing so well were 
forced down to second and third places, under Redfield Bess 
Laura Piebe Lad, a strong built, deep-bodied son of Sir 
Pietertje Laura Piebe owned by the Redfield State Schoo) 
and Home, who carried the substance and strength that 
Judge Holtby insists upon. In the senior yearlings, Sir 
Homestead Pontiac Beets 11th, the Wisconsin State In- 
stitutions bull that did so well for H. E. Robertson as a 
calf last year, was outstanding, with William Schmidt’s 
Sons, St. Peter, Minn., bringing out a very stylish son of 
Man O’ War that with a little greater strength in the back 
would be a real sensation. The Wisconsin Institutions 
bull, Sir Ormsby Segis Mercedes 21st, was an easy top 
for the junior yearlings, with Abbekerk Sylvius Lad 24th, 
owned by Fredmar, in second position. This bull was re- 
garded as a real sensation at the time of the Innes sale, 
where Fredmar Farms purchased him, but in going from 
Canada to Missouri just as the summer season was com- 
ing on, these animals encountered some difficulty in gei- 
ting acclimated. The bull calf class of twenty-six had a 
clear winner in the sensational King Bessie Koradyke 
Ormsby from Elmwood Farms, but after that it was any- 
body’s battle, with the judge’s preference going to the 
strong, deep-bodied sort. King Bessie Colantha Hark, an- 
other son of King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje, out of the 
former reserve All-American Colantha Hark Delaphene 
from Elmwood Farms, finally stood next to his distin- 
guished brother, while the Wisconsin winner of the week 
before was out of the money entirely. Rather an up- 
standing fellow anyway, he appeared to be a little off 
and looked too shallow to fit into Judge Holtby’s line of 
youngsters. 
The Female Classes 

The aged cow class of thirty-one, including four-year- 
olds, was probably the best aggregation of Holstein fe- 
males brought out in a single ring thus far this year. 
With only six moneys, it was positively shameful to see 
the class of cows that had to be left out of any recogni- 
tion. In fact, any one of the top nine or ten cows in the 
line would have made a satisfactory winner in the ab- 
sence of the others. Elmwood topped the list with Min- 
erva Beets Posch Burke,

HERE was a very light Holstein 
show at Timonium this year, 
numbering 80 head shown in 
the open classes.

Indiana’s Great Holstein Show

ITH 191 head out in the open 
W classes and a calf club show 
of fifty-eight Holsteins (dou- 

ble any previous year), the Holstein 
exhibition at Indiana State Fair last 
year was generally conceded to be 
the best quality show in the history of 
this fair as well as one of the great- 
est in point of numbers. The home 
state exhibitors found the going 
rather rough with the strong herds 
present from Wisconsin, Missouri, 
Illinois and Iowa. The strong Jef- 
ferson County, Wisconsin, Associa- 
tion herd was the biggest single fac- 
tor of the show, the Jefferson County 
Asylum, around which this herd is 
built, having both grand champions as 
well as 7 firsts, 2 seconds and 3 
thirds, with another first for Harold 


F. Marsch to the credit of this ex- 
hibit. Hargrove & Arnold, Norwalk, 
Iewa, had the junior champion fe- 


male, 4 blues, 2 seconds, 3 thirds and 
a total of nineteen ribbons aside from 
the championship. Chapman Farms, 
Kansas City, Missouri, had the junior 
champion male, 2 firsts, 1 second, four 
thirds, and a total of twenty ribbons 
in class, which exceeded any other 
exhibitor of the show. A. C. Ooster- 
huis, of the LaBelle Dairies, Oconomo- 
woe, Wisconsin, was the only other 
exhibitor winning as many as two 
firsts, his record being two firsts and 
three seconds and a total of fourteen 
ribbons. Rock River Farms, Byron, 
Ill., had a single blue, but placed sec- 
ond six times and third three times 
and a total of nineteen ribbons. Sil- 
ver Glen Farms, St. Charles, IIll., was 
consistently up in the money and 
had a total of fifteen ribbons. Among 
the home state exhibitors, Elmer 
Frazier, Middletown, Indiana, made 
the best showing with one first, one 
second and fifteen lesser prizes. 
The aged bull class was a battle 
between the Jefferson County Asylum 
bull, Creamelle Beauty Colantha, and 
Rock River Farms entry, Rock River 
Star Joe placing in the order named, 
with the Jefferson County bull going 
through to senior and grand cham- 
pionship. Chapman took junior cham- 
pionship with L-JaiCee Ormsby El- 
gin, a son of Triune Ormsby Piebe 
59th, after winning in a strong class 
of calves with a close battle among 
the three tops. The aged cow class 
was especially strong, Jefferson Coun- 
ty Asylum winning first handily, how- 
ever, with Johanna Pietertje Artis 
Creamelle, who has thus far been un- 


defeated for grand championship 
honors, this being her fourth conse. 
cutive winning for 1929. Oosterhuis 
was second with Milford Pontiac 
Ormsby, who placed in this same 
position at Wisconsin the week be. 
fore, while Chapman Farms’ Aurora 
winner, Clover Leaf Hendrika Beets, 
was in third place, and Carolyn Neth. 
erland Lady, last year’s Reserve All. 
American aged cow, somewhat ad- 
vanced in years, could do no better 
than fourth for Silver Glen. Ooster- 
huis won the four-year-old class with 
his Wisconsin winner, Hoesley Fobes 
Homestead, while in the three-year. 
old section the famous Jefferson 
County Asylum entry, Inka Wayne 
Creamelle, went through handily, 
Oosterhuis placing second with Car- 
nation Inka May, the Sir Inka May 
daughter that finished in this same 
position at Wisconsin the week be- 


fore. In the two-year-olds, Jefferson 
County Asylum finally won with

in yearling form. Among the senior 
yearlings, Hargrove & Arnold’s Miss 
Triune Ormsby Wayne, fresh from 
her winning of junior championship 
at Des Moines, was outstanding here 
both in class and among the junior 
females. This daughter of  Triune 
Ormsby Piebe is easily one of the 
great senior yearlings of the year, 
reminding one considerably of that 
other Hargrove & Arnold sensation of 
an earlier day, Dorothy Ormsby Piebe, 
although with rather more scale and 
strength. She is just starting to 
spring and can be criticised some: 
what at present in the udder. 

In the groups, North Star Joe 
Homestead scored for Get of Sire 
with A. C. Oosterhuis as exhibitor, 
and another North Star’ bred bull 
stood second to him when Rock River 
Farms placed in this position with 
their entry by North Star Gelschecola 
Champion.

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The Breed Is Improving 


HERE is much of encouragement in the improvement 
"Trou breed is making along type lines. It is reflected 

in the quality of our shows, East and West, very 
strikingly, but it is by no means confined to the herds 
that are out on display. Our breeders are breeding and 
selecting for type along with production to a constantly 
increasing extent. The demands of the market provide 
evidence of the soundness of this program that even the 
casual observer cannot fail to note and heed. Type educa- 
tion has now so far extended that our breeders, even the 
novices, are going at the job much more intelligently than 
only a few years ago. 

Are we getting results from this effort at voluntary 
selective registration? The evidence is indisputable that 
we are. We have mentioned the improvement in the 
Holstein shows. The work of herd classification has 
shown a surprisingly large proportion of animals coming 
in the two top classes, and an even more surprisingly 
small percentage in the “Poor” and “Fair” classifications. 
That might be explained in part by the fact that the more 
progressive breeders and those with the better herds 
would be likely to lead the way in going into this in- 
spection plan. Doubtless this is largely true. 

We were much impressed, however, by a statement re- 
cently made to us by Ward Stevens, one of the official 
inspectors. As one of the educational features at the 
New York State Fair this year, a “herd inspection” ex- 
hibit was planned. Mr. Stevens was asked to conduct the 
demonstration, and likewise to select the animals to 
represent the five classifications. He reported the great- 
est difficulty in finding animals really representative of 
the “Poor” class, after scouring the whole county. Several 
prospects, low producers in the cow test associations, 
were hunted up, but in every case it was found that the 
owners had already discarded them. Selection is really 
going forward, both for type and production, and the 
breed is the gainer, as well as the owners directly con- 
cerned. 

Prof. Bell, of Ontario, did not come far from the truth 
when he said recently, in congratulating the Holstein 
breeders upon their progress, that they had succeeded in 
practically making over the breed in the past six or eight 
years. Much remains to be done, but the work is gaining 
momentum and the next six years should witness even 
greater progress. 

We can see only good times in the future for the 
breeder who goes ahead intelligently on the “type and 
production” platform.

fraud in registrations. Not only were these four men con- 
victed and given heavy sentences, but the Association in 
going to the bottom of the matter, cancelled the registra- 
tions of 163 head.

handed justice. In no other way can it hold or deserve the 
confidence of the public.

CANADIAN ASSOCIATION TAKES DRASTIC ACTION 
IN FRAUD CASE 

The Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada has com- 
pleted its investigation of the cases of William C. Stevens 
and Archibald Stevens of Philipsville, Ont.; J. C. Eyre of 
Harlem, Ont., and Frank Tackaberry of Plum Hollow 
Ont., and the facts may now be given to the public. 

You will recollect that Eyre and Tackaberry were 
heavily fined for fraudulent registration of Ayrshires, ang 
were debarred from further registrations with the Ayr- 
shire Association. The Holstein-Friesian Association then 
arranged with the Dominion Department of Agriculture to 
have an investigation of the dealings of Eyre -and Tacka- 
berry in connection with Holsteins, and also to deal with 
others in the same locality, particularly William C. Stey- 
ens, about whose doings rumor was rampant. Detective- 
Sergeant Frederick Syms of:the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, was secured to make investigation, and he proved 
no exception to the old rule that “the Mountie always 
gets his man.” After weeks of patient work, Sergeant 
Syms laid bare the system under which this little group 
had operated. He not only prepared his cases for tria} 
but handled them in court, although in the case of Wil- 
liam C. Stevens he was up against Hon. W. F. Nickle, 
former Attorney-General of Ontario and one of the out- 
standing lawyers of the Province. He secured convictions 
of William C. Stevens with a fine of $3,000 or 18 months 
in jail, of J. C. Eyre with a fine of $2,000 or 12 months 
in jail, and of Frank Tackaberry with a fine of $500 or 3 
months in jail. The case against Archibald Stevens was 
not proceeded with, as he is a man of some 87 years and 
it was felt that he had probably been misled by his son. 

We have cancelled the registrations of 163 animals 
which we are satisfied were grades. 

The four men above mentioned were all expelled from 
membership in our Association August 30 at a meeting of 
the Management Committee held in Toronto. No more 
applications for registration or transfer signed by any one 
of them will be accepted in future by this office. 

We are furnishing Mr. Houghton Seaverns, Secretary - 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, with a 
list of the animals whose registrations have been can- 
celled, so that your Association may deal with any which 
have gone to the United States and been recorded in your 
Herd Book. 

While this tale of fraudulent practices is greatly to 
be regretted, it must be remembered that it was confined 
to one township and in no way affects the rest of the thou- 
sands of registrations made annually in Canada. We have 
dealt drastically with the offenders and we feel sure that 
it will prove a warning to any others who may be tempted 
for the sake of a little easy money to run the risk of 
similar punishment.

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Jersey Club Adopts Judging Rule 


HE job of judging Jersey cattle at the fairs has al- 
:¥ ways presented more than the usual amount of diffi- 

culties on account of the difference in Island and 
American types. The American Jersey Cattle Club has now 
adopted a set of rules governing show ring procedure, 
many of which would be of equal interest, perhaps, to Hol- 
stein breeders, and we are, accordingly, publishing an an- 
nouncement concerning them as recently presented in The 
Jersey Bulletin. Following is the statement: 


“The score card, as approved by The American 
Jersey Cattle Club, represents the ideal type of the 
Jersey and will govern all judges in placing Jersey 
cattle in the show ring at the leading shows. The 
card should be adhered to at all shows, large or 
small, thus assuring a more uniform system of 
placing awards. 

“Following are definite rulings on interpretation 
of the score card governing the judges in making 
awards in the show ring, presented for the benefit 
of all who are interested as spectators, judges, or 
breeders at home, who wish to more capably 
appraise their herd: 

“(1) Hereditary or Functional Defects—Animals 
having hereditary or functional defects will be dis- 
qualified by the judge, which includes total blind- 
ness in all animals and in all cases of bulls having 
one testicle. 

“(2) Accidental Injuries or Defects—Animals 
having partial or temporary blindness, broken horn, 
broken tail, enlarged knee, hip down, crooked hind 
legs, will be discriminated against by the judge. 

“(3) The Udder Defects—Cows showing evi- 
dence of having one or more blind quarters will be 
disqualified by the judge. Cows showing an udder 
unmistakably broken away from the attachment 
will be disqualified by the judge. Cows showing 
weakness in one or more quarters will be discrim- 
inated against in accordance with the degree of 
weakness. 

“In connection with the above, over or tight bag- 
ging is injurious to the animal resulting in unneces- 
sary breaking away of the udder. Great care should 
be observed by the exhibitor in this connection. 

(4) Over Fat or Over Condition—Animals 
showing over condition (too fat) will be disqualified 
by the judge. This provision is identical with the 
action of the Classification Committee of the Nation- 
al Dairy Show with respect to all dairy cattle. The 
judge will discriminate as to cows about to calve. 

“(5) Size or Weight—When weight comes within 
the prescribed limits of the score card, the heavier 
cow will be favored, when all other points are equal. 

“(6) Groups—In the case of all groups, uniform- 
ity will be the basis of making awards. And in the 
case of Get-of-Sire Group, the age and maturity 
shall have preference over immaturity in general, 
where quality of both classes are equal.”

INGHAM COUNTY (MICH.) BREEDERS PICNIC 


The new Ingham County Holstein Association cele- 
brated its first summer meeting with a picnic held August 
7th at the McKibbin-Chamberlain farm near Holt. The 
good herd of pure breds at this farm with four years in 
D. H. I. A. work, offered much of interest to the visiting 
Holstein folks. 

Festivities started at noon when 130 “potluckers” 
gathered round the long table set up on the shady lawn.

The main talk of the day—a message of good sense in 
dairy herd management—was given by A. Carpenter, Sales 
Manager of the Larrowe Company of Detroit. 


County Agent, H. H. Barnum, gave a few remarks on 
the value of a county breed organization. Les Wilcox, 
cow tester, engineered a guessing contest. Four cows 
were selected that last year produced respectively ap- 
proximately 10,000; 12,000; 13,000 and 15,000 pounds of 
milk. Dairymen after inspecting each animal carefully 
rated each in accordance with producing ability and esti- 
mated the annual yield. Five contestants scored 100 in 
rating the cows. Of these, George Frost of Williamstown, 
came nearest the production mark. Two women were 
among the perfect scorers, Mrs. Harry Covert of Leslie 
and Harry Freshour of Mason.

ROM the standpoint of the breed, 
F the calf club exhibit consisting 
of nearly 100 Holstein calves 
from all over Nebraska was probably 
the outstanding feature of the Hol- 
stein show at Lincoln. 

Close to a hundred head were 
shown in the open classes, the quality 
in general not being as good as last 
year, though it was encouraging to

312, with a waiting list of nearly 
250,000 herds.

The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America has recently announced a 
record of 17,761.6 pounds of milk and 
616.57 pounds of butterfat by the 
Holstein cow, Idaho V. P. Annett, 
1069913, age of starting test being 2 
years, 3 months and 14 days. This 
cow was bred and tested on the Uni- 
versity of Idaho farm and by this pro- 
duction breaks the state record for 
Holsteins in the junior two-year-old 
class. She displaces in leadership 
another University owned cow whose 
record has stood for eight years. 

Idaho V. P. Annette was milked 
three times per day and given only 
regular herd care. She was sired by 
Idaho Violet Piebe, the big black bull 
that thousands of Idaho people saw 
on the dairy demonstration train last 
summer. This record is of particular 
interest to the people in charge since 
it is the first record completed on a 
daughter of this bull and they are 
very pleased to learn that he is trans- 
mitting high production. 

The record of Annette exceeds that 
of her dam by 80 pounds of butterfat 
at the same age and under similar 
conditions. Annette is the result of 
three generations of good proved sires 
and carries two crosses to the high- 


est record cow of the state, Idaho 
Violet Posch Ormsby, whose record 
is 1,005 pounds of fat in the year. 


Annette was sired by a son and out of 
a granddaughter of Violet.

For the first time this year at the 
Canadian National a system of mark- 
ing the prize winners was adopted 
that is worthy of comment. Broad 
ribbons colored red, blue and white 
and marked First, Second and Third 
Prizes were laid across the backs of 
the animals placing in the first three 
positions, after which they were 
paraded around the ring, the ribbons 
being removed as the animals left 
the arena. These ribbons were used 
over and over again as the various 
classes were judged, the regular rib- 
bens being given to each exhibitor 
as his animals recorded after placing. 
Only the first three places were thus 
marked, but the ribbons were so large 
and so handsomely marked that the 
placings could be seen from almost 
any seat in the arena. The idea is 
worth copying.

DEMONSTRATING HOLSTEIN 
SUPERIORITY 

Yearly records covering the produc- 
tion of a herd in milk and butterfat 
are being made to-day with just as 
much interest by breeders of pure 
bred Holstein cattle as ever followed 
the work of the individual cow in the 
R. O. M. of a few years ago. Ample 
evidence in support of this contention 
is to be found in the reports covering 
the Record of Performance, which 
show how firmly the group idea has 
taken hold. From month to month 
the certificates issued bring in various 
members of the herd until the year 
closes with probably ten or fifteen 
head qualified. Then with what inter- 
est and pleasure the total are added 
up and averages struck. A few years 
ago 10,000 lbs. of milk was considered 
good and 12,000 to 15,000 high for a 
whole herd of cows. To-day those 
figures are over-shadowed by several 
thousand pounds. For instance four- 
teen cows and heifers in the C. P. R. 
Demonstration Farm herd at Strath- 
more, Alta., finished R. O. P. records 
during the year ended August 1, 1929, 
with an average of 22,017.7 lbs. milk 
and 924.5 lbs. butter. In the group 
there were four 2-yr-old heifers, two 
3-yr.-old heifers, two 4-yr.-old cows 
and six in the mature class. The 
figures are all the more phenomenal 
when the ages of the animals are 
taken into consideration. It is also 
interesting to observe that each in- 
dividual group, based on age limit, had 
an average better than 20,000 lbs. milk. 
The four 2-yr.-old heifers produced a 
total of 80,966 lbs. milk and 3,382 Ibs. 
butter, or an average of 20,241 Ibs. 
milk and 845 lbs. butter with a top of 
22,922 lbs. milk and 930 lbs. butter 
made by the heifer, Valley Farm 
Francy Segis. 

The two 3-yr.-olds had chalked up to 
their credit, 41,134 lbs. milk and 
1,744.75 Ibs. butter, an average of 
20,567 Ibs. milk and 872 lbs. butter 
with a top of 23,568 ibs. milk and 
958.75 Ibs. butter produced by Strath- 
more Lassie Sylvia. 

The two 4-yr.-olds made approxi 
mately the same proportionate gain 
over the 3-yr.-olds as they did over 
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e 9-yr.-olds, producing a total of 
42.537 Ibs. milk and 1,907.5 Ibs. butter, 
s average of 21,268.5 Ibs. milk and 
953.7 Ibs. butter with a top of 23,830 
ibs. milk and 1,052.5 Ibs. butter made 
py Strathmore Texaline Sylvia. 

Coming to the six mature Cows, 
they gave a grand total of 143,612 Ibs. 
milk and 5,909.25 Ibs. butter, an aver- 
age per head of 23,935.3 lbs. milk and 
984.8 Ibs. butter headed by Strath- 
more Sylvia whose record of 29,371 
ibs. milk and 1,267 Ibs. butter gives 
her, so far as the former is concerned, 
the distinction of being the 443 
producing COW qualified in the R. O. P. 
this year. ; 

With a view to demonstrating to 
the western dairyman the possibility 
that lies before him in the develop- 
ment of a herd, the C. P. R. Supply 
Farm placed five of these cows in a 
special exhibit at the Calgary Exhibi- 
tion, as reported in the August 10 
issue of the World. 

All over the west the farmers are 
taking a lively interest in dairying, 
pecause of the greater security it 
offers in maintaining a steady revenue, 
with the result that Hols‘ein herds are 
springing into existence in large num- 
pers throughout every province, their 
wonderful producing ability appealing 
to those mixed farming inclined.

PASTURE’S IMPORTANCE OFTEN 
OVERLOOKED 


(From D. H. I. A. News Letter, 
Bureau of Dairy Industry, U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture.) 

To some persons a pasture is a 
fenced in portion of the earth’s sur- 
face on which grass doesn’t grow. 

The ideal pasture for a dairy herd 
contains grasses and one or more le- 
gumes, begins its growth early in the 
spring, grows luxuriantly throughout 
the spring and early summer, contin- 
ues to furnish feed abundantly during 
the late summer and early fall, and 
does not stop growing until heavy 
frost and snow drive the cattle into 
winter quarters. 

An old Quaker sold a cow that he 
claimed gave five gallons of rich milk 
every day. When the buyer com- 
plained that the cow did not do this 
the Quaker replied: “Thee should 
have bought my pasture too.” 

On many dairy farms the cattle 
roam over worthless pastures on worn- 
out soils. Such pastures furnish a fair 
athletic field for the cows and very 
little more. 

Some farmers say that cows flesh 
up on rich summer pasture after hav- 
ing wintered at a straw stack. Sam 
Jones says that it takes his cows all 
winter to recover from the effect of 
scanty summer pasture. 

Some dairy farmers center their at- 
tention on field crops, forgetting that 
pasture is one of the most important 
of all crops on the dairy farm. Let 
us give more time and attention to 
the improvement of pastures for the 
herds on test in dairy-herd-improve- 
ment associations.

Fitting Memorial Program to Be Given 
Oct. 18 at Ames 
A fitting memorial service, dedicated 
to the life and work of Henry C. Wal-

lace, secretary of agriculture in the 
cabinets of Fresidents Harding and 
Coolidge, is to be given Oct. 18 at 
Ames as one of the features of the 
twelfth annual conference of the 
American Country Life Association. 

This memorial program to lIowa’s 
famous agricultural leader will include 
the dedication of a group of trees on 
the Iowa State College campus near 
the Campanile. A boulder, placed 
among the trees, will bear a plate 
telling briefly some of the main fea- 
tures of the service of Secretary Wal- 
lace to agriculture. 

In addition to several national lead- 
ers who will speak at the dedication 
service, A. Sykes of Ida Grove will 
represent the farm organizations on 
the program. Mr. Sykes was closely 
associated with Mr. Wallace in work 
with the Corn Belt Meat Producers’ 
Association. Another speaker at the 
dedication will be Dr. L. H. Pammel 
of Iowa State College. 

The memorial program is under the 
direction of Dr. Henry C. Taylor, chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
American Country Life Association 
and a close associate of Mr. Wallace 
in the United States Department of 
Agriculture. Both Mr. Wallace and 
Mr. Taylor were graduated from Iowa 
State College. 

Other Iowa people on the committee 
in charge of the Wallace memorial 
program are: Harvey Ingham, editor 
of the Des Moines Register, chairman; 
Donald, Murphy, Wallaces’ Farmer, 
executive secretary; Dr. L. H. Pam- 
mel; A. Sykes; Addison M. Parker, 
Des Moines attorney; Mark Thorn- 
burg, Iowa secretary of agriculture; 
Edgar R. Harlan, curator, Historical, 
Memorial and Art Department of 
Iowa; and R. M. Gunn, farmer, Buck- 
ingham, Iowa. 





COD-LIVER OIL MAY LOSE VITA- 
MIN A IN MIXED FEEDS 


Cod-liver oil is an excellent source 
of vitamins A and D, and scientists 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture who have tested it in 
feeding trials recommend it in certain 
cases. They are less’ enthusiastic 
about some of the commercial pre- 
parations in which cod-liver oil is 
used as an ingredient. 

“Commercial practices detrimental 
to the vitamin A of cod-liver oil may 
be employed unwittingly by the com- 
mercial feed producer.” says Dr. E. 
M. Nelson, of the Bureau of Chemis- 
try and Soils. “For example, much 
of the cod-liver oil for animal con- 
sumption is sold mixed with a feed or 
proprietary preparation, and although 
it may be possible to handle some of 
these products in such a way as to 
preserve the vitamin A, as yet this 
has not been adequately demon- 
strated. 

“When used as a source of vitamin 
A in laboratories engaged in nutrition 
studies, cod-liver oil is either fed 
separately or mixed with small quan- 
tities of other food, since this vita- 
min disappears rapidly from cod-liver 
oil spread over large surfaces, particu- 
larly when exposed to light and air. 

“Vitamin D, on the other hand, -is 
comparatively stable under the same 
conditions. Whether the benefits de- 
rived from cod-liver oil supplements 
are due to vitamin A or D, or both, it 
is not always possible to judge, but 
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the full benefit of both vitamins is not 
assured unless the cod-liver oil is pro- 
perly handled. If the diet must be 
fortified with vitamin A and the feed- 
dealer can not guarantee that the vita- 
min A of his cod-liver oil products is 
stable, it is advisable to buy cod-liver 
oil of a good grade and either give 
it separately or mix it with the other 
food shortly before feeding.”

BUILDING AT DAIRY CATTLE 
CONGRESS 
The life of herdsmen and grooms 
at the Dairy Cattle Congress and AI- 
lied Shows will be made much more 
pleasant at the Twentieth Annual Ex- 
position to be held September 30 to 
October 6 at Waterloo, as a new club 
building is now being constructed for 
the convenience of these men who 
play ‘such an important part in a suc: 

cessful live stock show. 

The new building will make the ex- 
position more enticing than ever for 
show men. The lower floor will pro- 


vide space for an ample number of 
shower baths, lavoratories and other 
modern conveniences for the men, 
many of whom are on the show cir- 
cuit from July ist to the middle of 
October and who need and appreciate 
such accommodations. On the upper 
floor of the building will be dressing 
rooms and a general lobby wherein 
the caretakers of live stock may 
gather, write letters and otherwise 
entertain themselves. The club build- 
ing will be located in the center of 
the battery of nine barns which ac- 
commodate 1,000 head of cattle and 
300 head of horses. It will be con- 








structed of tile, concrete and brick 
and the general architecture will con- 
form to that of the other buildings on 
the grounds. 

When visitors arrive at the Dairy 
Cattle Congress this year they will 
find many improvements made to the 
buildings and grounds. A crew of 
men has been kept busy since early 
spring making the necessary repairs 
and additions.

Pro- 
fessor Crandall of Cornell University 
placed the junior project classes and 
Clifford Green of Albany judged in the 
open classes. 

At the County Fair, nearly 70 head 
were shown. Professor Willian of 
Cornell University did a very satis- 
factory job of judging the classes.

CATTLE CONGRESS 

If requests for premium lists and 
general inquiries about the show this 
year are indicative of the Holsteins 
that will be exhibited the Black and 
White breed will’ be well represented 
both from the standpoint of quality 
and numbers at the Twentieth 
Annual Dairy Cattle Congress, 
September 30 to October 6 at Water- 
loo, Iowa. 

The premium list which is now 
Teady for distribution is the most 
attractive that has been offered at 
this important dairy event. Although 
there are only a few minor changes 
in the rules governing the cattle 
department the prizes in the group 
classes as well as those in the aged 
bull and cow classes have been in- 
creased and made uniform. 

As was done last year, emphasis is 
placed on the Get of Sire and other 
Classes which encourage consistent 
breeding operations. While there are 
no special official record cow classes, 
cows having records will be given 
Tecognition when such records indi- 
cate that the cows have produced in 
Official test of 300 days or over, 
butterfat exceeding 50% of the re- 
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quirement for admission to the 
advanced’ registry and _ additional 
premium money paid when shown in 
their regular classes. 

The Holstein Friesian Association 
of America as it has done for a num- 
ber of years is offering substantial 
special cash prizes, supplementing 
those offered by the show proper. 
The Holstein Association cash offer 
in the open classes total $1,120 and 
in addition it offers $300 for state 
herds which brings the total cash 
prizes for the breed to $4,600. This 
money is distributed to ten prizes in 
each of the nineteen classes. 

Dairy calf club enrollment lists re- 
cently received by -the Iowa State 
Dairy Association from farm bureau 
agents and club leaders indicate that 
Holsteins will equal if not outnumber 
those entered at any previous show. 
Sixteen cash prizes will be offered 
in each of the four classes for Hol- 
steins in the club department, while 
twelve prizes will be awarded for 
groups of five heifer calves from one 
club or county. In the club depart- 
ment the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America is also rendering the 
show valuable assistance by offering 
cash prizes and model cows, medals 
ete. as specials.
